How the Second City in Kansas Is Arising Under Uncle Sam’s Magic 
Wand, Where Only Prairie Grass Grew a Few Weeks Ago—More 


Men Will Be Trained There Than Anywhere 


Else—What Has

. FUNSTON, Kan., Sept. 29. 
AMP FUNSTON may be accepted as a typ- 
achievement of America at war. It is 
so big, so new, so raw and so fearfully In 
earnest. It is like a boom town thrown hurriedly 
together near a gold strike, but much bigger 
than any boom town ever was, and the uniformity 
of the buildings at once removes any impression 
of carelessness. . 
Many years ago the Government acquired 25,000 
acres of land here and placed the army post 
thereon. This was known as Fort Riley. On one 
edge of the reserve is the confluence of the Smoky 
Hill Creek and the Republican River. Below the 
junction the steam is the Kansas River, better 
known as the Kaw. 
Fort Riley was placed on the limestone hills, 
near the junction of the rivers, and the fine 
buildings, barracks, dofficers’ quarters, stables and 
riding halls are built of the easily-worked, cream- 
colored limestone. A mile from Fort Riley is a 
monument marking the geographical center of 
the United States. 
The Union Pacific Railway, on its transconti— 
nental way, passes through the reservation, pro- 
ceeding between the river and a long, steep, low 
ridge, which parallels it. The reservation -has 
been used for many years as an assembling point 
for militia organizations, and for war games in 
which both the regulars and guardsmen took part. 
On more than one occasion a smart officer of the 
regulars has had the humiliation of being defeat- 
ed, in the opinion of the umpire, by a militia 
officer. \ 


| Transformation of Ogden Flats. 


These games spread over the whole reservation 
and pitched infantry battles usually took place 
on Pawnee Fiats of Ogden Flats, which is a 
larger alluvial plain three miles below. The river 
is very near the railroad at the lower end of 
Pawnee Flats. Then it swings sharply out and 
is more than a mile distant from a stretch of 
four miles, where it again swings toward the 
tracks. Ogden Flats is the portion of land: that 
lies between the river and the ridge. 

Four months ago there was not a building on it. 
Now there are 2000, and the construction work 
will not be finished for two weeks. 

For two months the payroll of the concern 
which is erecting the cantonment has exceeded 
$85,000 a day. Carpenters were paid 75 cents 
an hour, and other skilled laborers received 
about the same. Unskilled laborers got 37% 
cents an hour at times, 15,000 men were em- 
ployed. 

These men, Ms at the camp, and in all the 
towns within 15 miles. The line of automobiles 
in which they came to work stretched for a mile 
along the road. 

Four months ago the population of Ogden Flats 
consisted of rabbits and quail. Now 20,000 men 
live there and there will be 560,000 before snow 
flies. Major-General Leonard Wood is the lead- 
ing citizem of Ogden Flats, or Camp Funston, as 
it is known now, and with him are a few Briga- 
dier-Generals and Colonels, many Majors and 
Captains and an almost unbelievable profusion of 
Lieutenants. The bulk of the population is made 
up of the drafted men from the states of Missouri, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and South Dakota, who are taking their first 
lessons to fit them for the ancient trade of war. 

It is a pleasant enough view that one gets from 
Camp Funston, but doubtless each drafted man 
“know one fairer far.” The low, rounded Kansas 
hills lie across the river, blue and misty in the 
late September haze, Fort Riley is set in what 
appears to be a thick wood, and there are patches 
of trees along the river. 


| The Commanding General's Cottage. || 


‘Half way up the slope of the ridge there has 

peen bullt for the Commanding General a wide 
one-story cottage with screened porches all around 
it. This building is painted green, but every 
other one in the camp is the raw color of un- 
painted pine boards. 

The endless rows of barracks buildings are 
made up of great two-story structures, which are 
to be the homes of the 60,000 men to be stationed 
here. The main structures are not divided into 
rooms. Each floor is the bedroom, living room 
and home of half a company. The officers quar- 
ters are divided into rooms, each of which is oc- 
‘cupied by two men. 

Each barracks has its bathhouse and its cook- 
house and its dining room. 

It has been said that a private soldier has but 
one privilege left, the right to grumBle, This is 
invariably exercised to the fullest, and many of 
the new men complain bitterly of the food pro- 
vided for them. This will pass away, for at Camp 
Funston, where there are shortages of clothing

Second Largest City in Kansas. 


By the last of October Camp Funston, 

a hay field, will be the largest city in Kansas with 
the exception of Kansas City. This adju 

the Missouri city has 82,000 inhabitants at the 
last census, and Camp Funston and Fort Riley to- 
gether may have as a large a population by the 
first of the year. The pay of the drafted men 
alone will exceed $1,600,000 a month, for this 
will be a city where every inhabitant is a wage- 
earner, and the men will all be between the ages 
of 21 and 31, all in the same line of business, and 
all with the same mission. In accordance with 
the wishes of the Commander @ad as a result of 
the work of the officers, they will be athletes, 
each to the extent of his powers, and each with 
his combative and competitive instinct developed 
to the extent of his temperament. x 

Fifty thousand men of that sort require a lot of 
handling. Sixteen theaters will offer amusement, 
and Y. M. C. A. buildings will extend their far- 
reaching hospitality, with desks, writing paper 
and a sign on the wall “Write to Mother Today,” 

The post exchanges, regimental or company, 
carry candy and similar delicacies. Popcorn and 
peanut wagons, each chartered by some company 
or regimental fund, offer their wares, and there 
will be boxing contests without number to divert 
the lonesome soldier. 

On either side of the Government reservation 
are the towns of Junction City and Manhattan. 
An electric car line 24 miles long-connects them. 
Camp Funston is on this line, seven miles from 
Junction City. . Both these towns are in bad 
favor with the officers of the post and camp, be- 
cause of the sharp manner in which they have ad- 
vanced the prices of the articles which the sol- 
diers Wish to buy. As a result, it is possible that 
thé men will be kept from these places and wil! 
find amusement in their camp. 

Every soldier, despite the hard work he will 
do, has two and a half hours of his own every 
evening, and longer time on Saturdays and holi- 
days. All other hours not devoted to sleep will 
be spent. by each man in making himeelf a fit 
ant vabaney soldier,

diverse activities. Five thousand carpenters, at 
75 cents an hour, are shooting up the frame bulld- 
Ditch-digging machines are cutting the 
way for sewers and water pipes; a gang of Mex- 
icans is pushing a rock bed for an asphalt road 
through the length of the camp; in muddy streets 
and open places back of the buildings, Sergeants 
are teaching the new men the A B C of the drill: 
in groups about the camp, young officers are 
listening to lectures by older men on the art and 
science of war; and in other buildings older offi- 
cers are listening with grave attention to Frenoh 
and English officers who have done their bits and 
won their ribbons and scars. 

Just now the company and regimental streeta 
are clogged with mud, due to @ recent rain, but 
when they are dry, or after they have been sur- 
faced, they will furnish quick passage ways to 
all portions of the camp. This is essential, as the 
flimsy nature of the structures make the fire 
danger a very real and present one. 

In addition to a set of extremely strict rules, 
which is regarded as the greatest protection 
there is a fine fire department, with auto truc 
and uniformed men, waiting at the end of a fire 
alarm system. 


The site of the camp 8 sometimes submerge 
by a rise of the Kansas River. There is said tb 
be no danger of such an inundation at this sea- 
son of the year, but to be on the safe side, an 
8-foot levee is to be put dround the lower side of 
the camp immediately. , 

Because there is no great csttioannahe near at 
hand, St. Louls has not seen much of the move 
ment of troops and the passage of soldiers, Four 
years ago, a man in khaki was a noticeable thing 
on any of our streets. Now one or a dosen 6% 
cites no comment. But in Kansas City, or in the 
towns near the camps, the streets are taking on 
the aspect of a country at war.

When once such a garment is put on, 
it is never changed till from long decay 
it falls to pieces. They are always on 
their horses; on horseback they Luy 
and sell, eat and drink or fight and 
even sieep. On horseback toothey dis- 
cuss and deliberate. They fight irregu- 
lar but terrific wars and avoid fortified 

Places and entrenchments. No one ever 

plow or touches a tool of agriculture. 

They are. treacherous and inconstant 

and like brute beasts ignorant of the 

distinction between right and wrong. 

They have great, difficulty to express 

themselves, have no respect for relig- 

fon, crave gold and are so fickle that 
each one fights several times a day to 
reconcile himself with his happiness. 

Their principal ornament is lard from 

horses which they smear heavily over 

their hair.

A FIGHTERS’ MORATORIUM BILL. 
Multitudinous needs have been provided for in 
the vast amount of legislation enacted by the 
present Congress. Even the financial needs of 


the entente Governments have been met on a scale | 


of unprecedented generosity. It is not until nearly 
six months after the declaration of war that any 
move has been made toward protecting our sol- 
diers in the financial obligation contracted while 
they were yet civilians. 

Snatched with little warning from the activities 
and ambitions of civil life, how is the recruit on 
$30 a month to keep up the payments for the land 
he has bought on contracts, the interest and in- 
stallments on his mortgage? How is he going to 
meet his taxes and the premiums on policies for 
fire and life insurance? 

Bills introduced into both houses of Congress 
establish a “moratorium” for our fighters. No 
property may be sold for nonpayment of taxes, no 
land contract or insurance policy forfeited or 
mortgage foreclosed, to the detriment of a soldier 
during the period of his service. No family of a 
soldier may be evicted for nonpayment of rent 
during that period nor can the statute’ of limi- 
tations run against any rights a soldier may have 
in money due or other things during that period: 

The bill should be passed with all expedition 


and should be of such scope as to protect any in- 


terest that may already have been in jeopardy of 
soldiers who enlisted months ago. A bill of this 
kind was included in the first of ‘the important 
war legislation enacted by the European coun- 
tries. It is not a ground for pride that it will 
be among the last of the distinctive war measures 
of this country.

EXEMPTION FOR PUBLIC SERVICE. 

The Federal Board of Farm Organizations, 
representing several powerful groups of agricul- 
turists, have petitioned President Wilson to 
broaden the exemption rules so as to keep skilled 
farmers and farm hands out of the military serv- 
ice in order that they may do their full duty to 
the eduntry as food producers. 

President Wilson has said that he would. like 
to see all the genuine farmers left at their in- 
dispensable labors. In his last utterance on the 
subject he called attention to the fact that Gen- 
Crowder has. “ingeniously arranged the details 
of calling to the colors so that the men on the 
farms will practically all fall within the last 
group and will, therefore, not have to report for 
military service until on or about Oct. 1.” 

What the farmers want, of course, is complete 
exemption. It is pointed out that next year's 
crops must be cared for, and that it will be im- 
possible to maintain food production if the farms 
are to be depleted of skilled and experienced 
labor. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that it would be un. 
wise to permit the farms to be undermanned. A 
shortage in men will mean a falling off in food 
production. 

On the other hand, {if the farmers expect ex- 
emption, as a class, on the ground that food 
production {s a patriotic service, they must show 
that they intend to give that service in a pa- 
triotic spirit, recognizing their duty to the na- 
tion.

The men who 
have the privilege of using the land and produc- 
ing, distributing or in any way controlling the 
péople’s food, are not the men to show a.greedy, 
unpatriotic spirit at this time. Showing such a 


spirit, they need look for no Government favor. 


Exemption can only be granted for real public 
service. 
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Lest anyone should think that the decrease in 
the number of submarine sinkings is due to the 
fact that fewer ships are afloat, it is worth while 
to note that more bottoms entered and departed 
from British perts this week than during the same 
period last year. 

DEPLORABLE POLICE BOARD EXHIBIT. 

The only commendable feature of the lament- 


faction took reprisals on the minority faction was 
that it was held in public.

Both the com- 
missioners who, despite objections in the board 
itself and criticism from the public, insisted on 
the payment of these claims are wealthy! 

What an object lesson to the city and especially

St.. Louis could have afforded to pay several 
times the $124.96 total of the two bills rather 
than have éuch an exhibition. sut so much dis- 
sension having its origin in the two bills, their 
justice. becomes a matter of magnified impor- 
tance. They were incurred by the two commis- 
sioners in coming from temporary out-of-town 
stopping places to St. Louis to attend a board 
meeting. They offend the common rule denying 
travel expenses to public officials who reside at 
the place where they perform. their duties. If 
Messrs. Fouke and Mansur had charged up to the 
city a dozen such bills, or 20 or 40, would anyone 
deny that they ought not ta be paid? 

Is a valid protest against «an unwarranted 
charge on the public to be penalized because the 
amount is small?

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FARM LOAN ACTIVITIES. 

An intimation that the British financiers are 
going to recall their loans on American farm land 
has attracted renewed attention to the activities 
of the farm loan banks in the South and South- 
west, where most of the British money is lent. 
It is estimated that more than $100,000,000 is in- 
cluded in the amounts to be recalled. Southern 
Congressman have conferred with Secretary Mc- 
Adoo about these loans and he has told them that 
the farmers will be protected, either by persuad- 
ing the British capitalists to leave their money in 
this country; by transferring the loans to the 
farm loan banks, or by a special loan fund from | 
the Treasury Department until different arrange- | 
ment can be made. It is significant that Mr, | 
McAdoo considers the farm loan banks in this 
connection. 

The prospect of $100,000,000 of business seems 
a very large order for as new an institution as 
the farm loan banks. The Sept. 1 report of these 
banks indicate that this total would not dismay 
them. At that time the banks reported that 1200 
local farm loan associations had been completed 
and 4000 were in formation. The completed as- 
sociations averaged applications for $50,000 loans 
each. The associations being formed indicated 
loans amounting to $200;000,000. 

At the end of August the farm loan banks had 
in force $7,716{799 in loans. During August appli- 
cations were made for $23,988,650 and almost $20,- 
000,000 of loans were approved. 

Kansas, from which the first completed loan 
was reported, has more loans in force than any 
other state, the total being $1,761,300. During 
August Kansas asked for $1,247,450. Oklahoma. 
which also belongs to District No: 9, asked in 
August for $1,307,635. Montana was the leading 
State in August applications, the total being $1,- 
922,624. Arkangas, which banks through the St. 
Louis bank, was slow getting started. but during 
August filed applications for $1,488,030. The Kan- 
sas-Oklahoma-Colorado-New Mexico district has 
the largest total of placed loans, the figures being 
$349,500 loans com- 
pleted and $491,405 asked in August, is far ahead 
of any other Eastern state.

AMERICAN HOSPITAL UNITS 
ALREADY ON FIGHTING FRONT 


Sent to British and French Advanced 
_ Stations, While Awaiting Service 
With Own Troops. 

By Associated Press. 

AMERICAN TRAINING CAMP 
IN, FRANCE, Sept. 29.—While 
awaiting fleld experience with their 
own troops the army hospitals with- 
in the American zone are sending 
mobile units composed of doctors, 
nurses and orderlies to both the 
French and British fronts. These 
units are operating in the most ad- 
vanced casualty clearing stations in 
co-operation with the British and 
French surgeons. 

Doctors and nurses alike are 
equipped with gas masks and other 
means of protection against German 
attacks, which are becoming more 
and more frequent on hospitals in 
the forward areas. 

The American hospitals are plain- 
ly marked with great red crosses. 
They are situated far from any fight- 
ing units or supply depots for fight- 
ing material, so if they should be 
bombed, it will bei a deliberate act 
by the enemy aimed direct at the 
sick and wounded and other non- 
combatants.

Hundreds of Miles Long and Con- 
nects Pershing’s Headquarters 
With Every Unit of Army. 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Sept.. 29.—The first 
complete American telephone line 


eVer operated in the old world was 


finished” today. It connects Gen. 
Pershing’s headquarters with the re- 
motest hamlet where American 
troops ‘are quartered. it totals ir 
length hundreds of miles, its last 
link being 35 miles long. The only 
thing about the system that isFrench 
is its poles, which were cut in the 
forest by a detachment of cavaliry- 
men turned wood choppers. The 
wires, insulators and instruments 
are all American. 

The system was.erected by the sig- 
nal corps and an engineering detach- 
ment, composed, as it happened of 
Pittsburgers. The first American 
message over the line to headquar-/ 
ters from the commanding officer 
was characteristically crisp: ‘Hello, 
how does she work?"

Minnesota Petition Referred to 
Committee on Privileges

REPORT ON IT UNLIKELY 


Object of Attack Absent When 
Memorial Is Presented—It 
Is Not Discussed. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—A com- 
niunication from the Governor of 
Minnesota and the State Public Safe- 
try’ Commission requesting the expul- 
sion from the Senate of Senator La 
Follette of Wisconsin, was. present- 
ed in the Senate today by Semator 
Kellogg of Minnesota and referred 
ty Vice President Marshall to the 
Senate ihe aa and Elections Com- 
mittee. 

Senator Kellozs received the com- 
munication. Before presenting it he 
eonferred with Vice President Mar- 
shall, Senator Martin’ of Virginia, 
Democratic leader, and Senator Pom- 
erene of Ohio, chairman of the com- 
mittee to which it was referred. Any 
further action will first come from 
the committee. 

Senator La Follette was nof in the 
chamiber when the communication 
was presented. There was no discus- 
sion. 

‘Four other ‘communications, one 
from the Washburn Loyalty League 
of Washburn, Wis., and three from 
individuals demanding La Follette’s 
expulsion, were received by the Vice 
President and presented to the Sen- 
ate. 

Senator Pomerene sinaioatnl that 
the Privileges and Elections Com- 
mittee would take no action, for the 
present, at least. He said he could 
not decide until after conferring 
with other members and that 4 
quorum of the committee could not 
be obtained probably during this ses- 
sion. 

The Minnesota resolution follows:

STUDENTS AT SCOTT FIELD

PARIS, Sept. 29.—Bolo Pasha, the 
Levantine resident of Paris who has 
been the object of a judicial inves- 
tigation concerning his supposed re- 
lations with the enemy, was arrested 
today at his hotel where he has been 
confined to his rooms for several 
days by illness. . 

In today’s issue the editor of Ac- 
tion Francaise declares the German 
Government turned over to Bolo 
Pasha about 40,000,000 francs ($8,- 
000,000) part through the former Khe- 
dive of Egypt, in Switzerland and 
part through an American channel. 

The money, it was stated, was in- 
tended to subsidize the press in the 
interest’ of premature peace. 

The arrest of Bolo Pasha had been 
expected for a long time, but was de- 
layed by the difficulties of securing 
positive evidence regarding the 
course of large sums of money knoawn 
to have passed through his dands, 

Swiss banks declared that°as the 
case was a political one they were 
unablé to give the information re- 
quested. Captain Bouchardon, acting 
as examining magistrate for the 
court-martial ‘in Paris, received in- 
formation from’ the United States 
concerning the origin of part of the 
funds handled by Bolo Pasha. 

Part of Money Reported Traced, 

According to statements printed in 


the afternoon newspapers, funds 
amounting to 10,000,000 francs ($2,- 
000,000) have been traced back from 
Bolo Pasha to the Deutsche Bank. 

Two police inspectors are keep- 
ing close watch upon Bolg in his 
apartment ,- while Dr. Sgcquet, a 
physician designated by Capt. Bou- 
chardon, is engaged in conferences 
‘with the arrested man’s doctor as to 
whether the condition of the prisoner 
will permit his tréfisfer. Ifthete 
cision is a negative one he will re- 
main under close Wath until he is 
atle to be removed to prison. 

Immediately after his irrest Bolo 
Pasha whote\a letter to Premier Pain- 
leve which was delivered to the pre- 
mier by Jacqus Bonzon, Bolo’s coun- 
sel. The letter read: 

“M. Painleve, Minister. of War, 
supreme head of military justice: “I 
beg of youjto finish with the affair. 
I have Seukaerbaund for eight months 
and nothing reprehensible has been 
found against me. I have accepted 
all investigation regarding my for- 
tune, going back from yesterday to 
a remote period,.and have given all 
facilities to justice. My health has 
given out now that'I am before my 
judges and I charge Maitre Bonzqgn to 
hand you this letter.” ¥ 

Information From U. §S. 

An official. communication issued 
by Premier Painleve this afternoon 
read: | 

“The Bolo affair is going.to enter 
into a new phase. Capt. Bouchardon 
has just received from the United 
States important information hither- 
jo unknown here. It é¢oncerngs par- 
ticularly the origin of funds to a 
considerable amount held by the ac- 
cused. In conseqtence of this infor- 
mation, Bolé was placed under ar- 
rest.” 


OWLY 10.35 MILES OF STREETS 
“PAVED HERE IN THE LAST YEAR 


Record Lowest, With One Exception, 
im 12 Years——Cost of Work 
Was $561,506. 


New streets constructed in St. Louis 
in 1916-17 totaled 10.35 miles, which, 
with one exception, was the lowest 
mileage built in about 12 years, ac- 
cording to the annual repor of Pres- 
ident Kinsey of the Board Df Public? 
Service, filed yesterday. The cost of 
this improvement was $561,696.98. 

Brick was used as.payving material 
on 4.29 miles. The 7,33 miles of al- 
leys built in the same period. cost 
$153,689.74. New sewers laid in the 
12 months totaled 8.37 miles and cost 
$327,230 

The additions bring the mileage of 
hard paved streets to 413.26 miles. 
There are also 260.30 miles of soft 
paved streets. The tetal length of 
sewers, including the additions made 
last year is 859.82.

Basis of Apportionment New. 

The,basis of apportionment thus 
varies “materially from that used in 
the first Liberty Loan, when the 
banking resources of each Federal 
Reserve 9 were the sole basis 
of _calculatio Apportionment by 
states, easy of computation in the 
first issue, cannot be determined 
except by treasury .experts in the 
second offering. It is likely that 
such apportionment will be an- 
nounced shortly.: 

Governors of the Federal Reserve 
banks have been notified by Secre-, 
tary McAdoo of the apportionments. 
The sums stated in the “Amount 
expected” column are designated as 
“the amount which each district 
should subscribe in order to secure

LONDON, Sept. 29.—Hgstile air-

Nod reports of cas- 
ualties have yet been received. 

London’s warning of an impending 
raid was given quickly by policemen 
riding through the streets with “take 
cover” signs on their breasts, and 
ev@éryone hurried to shelter. Soon 
the distant roar of guns was heard. 
Then, the explosion of guns and the 
crack of shrapnel bursting in the air 
came nearer. The flash of the burst- 
ing shells in the night was incessant, 
From all directions the defense guns 
toomed. 

Mingled with the sound of _ the 
guns the whirring of Gothas was 
heard overhead. Bombs began to 
drop, as could be told by gheir pe- 
culiar explosion. The fire of _the 
anti-aircraft guns seemed heavier 
“than in any previous raids and it 
was obvious that barrages were being 
thrown up to defeat the purpose of 
the raiders, At this time it appears 
that the barrages at least prevented 
the raiders from having their own 
way. 

The following official announce- 
ment was made today regarding Fri- 
day night’s raid:: 

“Lord French, commander of the 
home defenses, reports that*theJat- 
est information indicates that ut 
(20 enemy machines participated in 
last night’s§ raid. Bombs were 
dropped in a number of places in 
Kent, Essex and Suffolk, but no cas- 
ualties and only insignificant damage 
has been reported: up to the present.

| the Door of China 
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Kept Open 
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Head of Japanese Mission to U.S. in New York 
Speech Proclaims “Monroe Doctrine” 
for Far East. : 


NEW YORK, Sept. 29.—Pro- 
claimmg a Monroe Doctrine of the 
Far East, Viscount Ishii, head of the 
Japanese mission to the United 
States, warned the nations of the 


* world tonight that his country will 
-. not tolerate aggressions against the 
' territory or independence of China. 
At the same time he pledged Japan 


not to attempt similar aggresstons on 
her part. 

Speaking at a formal dinner in 
honor of the imperial envoy’s visit 
to New York, the Ambassador of 
Emperor Yoshihito outlined public- 
ly, for the first time since he set 
foot on- American soil, the policy of 
his Government as ft relates to 
China. 

“Circumstances fer which we were 
in no sense responsible gave us cer- 
on Chinese territory,” 
Viscount Ishii said, “but at no time, 
in the past or in the future, do we 
or will we seek to take territory 


| from Chfna or to despoil China or 
| cher rights. 


“We wish to always continue to be 


3 the sincere friend and helper of our 


neighbor, for we are more interested 
than anyone else except China in 
good government there. Only we 
must at all times, for self-protection, 
prevent other nations from doing 
what we have no right to do. We 
not only will not seek to assail the 
integrity or the sovereignty of China, 
but will eventually be prepared to 
defend and mantain the integrity and 
independence of China against any 
aggressor. For we know that our 
own landmarks would be threat- 
ened by any outside invasion or in- 
terference in China.”’ 
Door Never to Be Closed. 

While he warned the world against 
any attempt to invade the rights of 
the republic of the Far East, Vis- 
count Ishii promised that the door to 
legitimate trade in China never 
would be closed by Japan. This dec- 
laration was cheered by the 1000 
public men, Dankers, merchants and 
captains of industry, who heard him.

As you went far 
afield and brotvght us knowledge of 
the West, taught us how to grow 
and how to trade, so we, as we 
gained wisdom, knowledge and 
strength, went into other fields of 
trade and to learn. We went to 
China, where the door wasopen to 
us as to you, and we have always 
realized that there Nature gave us 
an advantage. There was no need— 
there is no need—to close that door 
on you, because we welcome your 
fair and honest competition in the 
markets everywhere. We are trad- 
ing there where we have a natural 
advantage and where, unless we are 
very stupid pupils or very inactive, 
we are bound to succeed, and we 
are trading here, where your advan- 
tage is equally and naturally as 
great. 


“Grumbling Is Enemy’s Work.” 

“I am persuaded that the grumb- 
lings and the whisperings about a 
door closed in China by the Japan- 
ese against America did not come 
from the broad and generous heart 
of the enterprising American in New 
York or elsewhere, but is the result 
of ten years of an enemy’s effort to 
create prejudice and distrust. Gen- 
tlemen, I assure you that a closed 
door in China has never been and 
never will be the policy of my 
government. The door is open, the 
field is there. We welcome co-opera- 
tion and competition, all tending to 
the betterment of the equal oppor- 
tunity. 

“But this propaganda of ill will has 
by no means stopped with the per- 
sistent cry of closed door: Much has 


» | been written about Japan’s policy 


toward China as being one that 
sought only the aggrandizement of 
Japan and the confusion, disruption 
or oppression of our neighbor. Here 
again let me reassure you. The policy 
of Japan with regard to China has 
alwoys been the same, we want 
g00d pfovernment, which means 
peace, security and development of 
opportnuity in China. The slightest 
disturbance in China immediately 
reacts upon Japan. Our trade there 
is large and increasing; it is valuable 
to us and China is our friendly 
neighbor—with vast and increasing 
potentialities for trade. 


“Circumstances for which we 
were in no sense responsible gave 
us certain rights on Chinese terri- 
tory, but at no time in the past and 
at no time in the future do we, or 
will we, seek to take territory from 
China or to despoil China of he 
rights. We wish to be, and to al- 
ways continue to be, the sincere 
friend and helper of our neighbor, 
for we are more interested than 
anyone else except China in good 
government there, only we must at 
all times, for self-protection, prevent 
other nations from doing what we 
have no right to do. Not only will 
we not seek to assail the integrity 
or the sovereignty of China, but 
we will eventually be prepared to 
defend and maintain the integrity 
and independence of China against 
any aggressor. For we know that 
our own landmarks would be 
threatened by any outside invasion 
or interference in China. 


Germany Worst Enemy of China. 


“For many years our common 
enemy has been the worst enemy of 
China, as Germany is the worst 
enemy of all that is honest and 
decent and fair. Since the outbreak 
of the war in Europe China has 
been the hotbed of German intrigue, 
and in all this China has perhaps 
been the greatest sufferer. I can- 
not give you positive proofs about 
the German in the Far East, as 
you have had them placed before 
you by the alert authorities in 
Washington, but I can give you as 
my conviction that the German in 
China is responsible for most of the 
unfortunate occurrences and the 
malicious widespread misinforma- 
tion scattered throughout the world 
for the purpose of impairing the re- 
lations of the countries concerned 
in China and securing the downfall 
of China to Germany’s advantage. 

“When Japan or America ap- 
peared to ‘make progress in China 
we always have had sinister rumor 
of oppression or the false suggestion 
of a policy directed against the in- 
tegrity of that country; boycotts

BERLIN, via London, Sept. 29.— 


The German Secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, Dr. Richard von Kuehlmann, 
speaking before the main committee 
of the Reichstag, said he could not 
venture to say what would be the 
immediate outcome of the papal 
steps toward peace. 

“This courageous initiative of the 
Pope,” the secretary said, “will mark 
an epoch in the history of this tre- 
mendous battle of nations and will 
appear as an unfading page in the 
annuals of Vatican diplomacy. The 
Pope threw the word ‘Peace’ into 
the turmoil of battles at a time when 
events threatened to transform Eu- 
rope into a place of blood stained 
ruins. 

*Embodies People’s Desires.” . . 

“The German people and the Ger- 
man Government, whose conscious- 
ness of their strength and internal 
security always made it easy for 
them to emphasize their willing- 
ness to conclude an honorable peace, 
have reason fo welcome gratefully 
the initiative of the curia, which 
made it possible for them to set 
forth again their national policy in 
a clear, unambiguous manner. I 
say intentionally the national policy, 
as I hope and believe the reply of the 
German Government, both as re- 
gards its form and contents, em- 
bodies the desires of an overwhelm- 
ing majority of the Germans. 

“For our purely German develop- 
ment, the note is also a landmark. 
It is the first result of the collabora- 
tion between all the factors of the 
Government, and the representatives 
of the German Parliament. That has 
been attempted here for the first 
time and with a cordiality that has 
no precedent, so near as I can see, 
even in purely parliamentary states.”’

ABOUT GUARD CASE 


Will Receive Final Riewer on 
Reorganization From Cabinet 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. , 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Gov. 
Gardner of Missouri arrived in 
Washington late this 
bringing a message of loyalty of 
Missouri to the country and Gov. 
ernment. 

“We'll see it through,” he said, 
“even if it takes all the hide off.’’ 

The purpose of the Governor's 
visit was to see Secretary Baker 
about the consolidation of the Mis- 
souril -National Guard which de- 
stroys the identity of several regi- 
ments. 

Gov. Gardner went at once, on 
his arrival here, to the office of 
Secretary Baker. There he im- 
pressed upon the Secretary how the 
men who had enlisted in the na- 
tional guard felt about the re-or- 
ganization order. He was with 
Secretary Baker an hour and left 
with an appointment for Monday 
afternoon, when the War Secretary 
will give him—wa final answer as to 
what will be done. - 

What He Told Baker. re 

“T told Secretary Baker that there 
was deep resentment in Missouri 
against the army reorganization 
plan in so far as they affect Mis- 
sourt. National Guard regiments,” 
Gov. Gardner said. 

“I called upon these men to,join 
the guard at the request of the 
National Government. I understood, 
and so did they, that they were to 
serve in Missouri infantry regi- 
ments. To destroy their identity by 
mixing them up with troops of other 
States is unfair, especially to split 
up the Second Regiment and de- 
prive it of the veteran colonel who 
brought the reorganization up to its 
present high degree of efficiency.

RECRUITS BATHE BEFORE THEY. 
ENTER NAVAL SHAM BATTLES 


Abliutions and Clean Clothes Re- 
quired as Preventive Against In- 
fection Through Injary. 

GREAT LAKES, DL, Sept. 29.— 
Navy regulations require that all men 
about to participate in a naval bat- 
tle bathe and put on new and clean 
clothing before entering the en- 
gagement. And here at the Great 
Lakes naval training station every 
bluejacket assigned to duty in the 
weekly sham battle gets a call an 
hour before the battle is to start to 
“get under the shower” and “shift 
into clean clothing.” The future 
man-o’-war’s-man usually remon- 
strates that ‘he had a shower that 
morning and that his clothes are 
clean. It makes no difference, the 
order must be obeyed. 

In the official regulations the or- 
der is explained by the statement 
that it is to prevent tnfection through 
bits of clothing, torn by shot and 
shell, entering wounds. And so the 
precaution is taken for the Great 
Lakes sham battles for the same rea- 
son—and also to accustom the re- 
cruit to actual battle conditions so 
far as is possible. 

Another realistic feature of the 
sham battles is the wearing of gas 
masks. In the battles the bluejack- 
ets hope to engage in across the 
water these masks protect from gas 
clouds. At Great Lakes they pro- 
tect the psuedo fighters from alleged

APPY FELSCH of the Chicago 
White Sox is one of the great- 
est balitplayers in the business arfd 
one of the best hitters of his style of 
alltime. With the exception of Cobb 
and Speaker he is the best outfielder 
in the American League, and some 
refuse to admit that even the great 
Tris is better. 

It need not, therefore, offend New 
York fans to discover that Benny 
Kauff rates quite a distance below 
Felsch in the comparative figures, 
and that he is second to the Chi- 
cagoan in all departments of play, 
even base running, at which Felsch 
never was supposed to shine. 

In center, for purposes of a world’s 
series, the White Sox have a big 
edge on pure dope. Felsch figures to 
be one of the hitting stars of tho 
series, and if I were predicting in- 
stead of figuring pure dope, I would 
pick Happy to be the Frank Baker 
of this series, From the present out- 
look every ptt of generalship, all of 
McGraw’s care in selecting pitchers 
to hamper Collins, Jackson and 
others of the White Sox, will play 
straight into Felsch’s hands. 


Slow to Learn, but Sure. 


HAVE an idea that a large num- 

ber of National Leaguers do not 
realize to the full extent what a good 
balliplayer Felsch has become. They 
have the opinion that he is a slow 
thinker and not a finished man. They 
are at least a year behind the times 
if they stick to that belief. It is 
true that, for quite a time Felsch 
seemed terribly slow at learning the 
finer points of play, especially in 
wetting into the team attack. He 
seems not to learn very rapigjy, but 
what he learns he never forgets, and 
he is one of hte few men who rarely, 
if ever, repeat a mistake. He finished 
making his mistakes before the mid- 
Gle of the season. 

He can cover more ground than 
Kauff can, hits left-handed pitching 
better, hits the ball harder, and can 
hold his own with the ex-Fed star 
on the basesg. 

That sounds like a “dickens of a 
way” to talk about the great Kauff, 
but the figures prove each assertion 
anc the figures fail by many points 
to show what a_ good ballplayer 
Felsch has become. He is so good 
that it ought not to be harmful to 
sive him part of the press agenting 
lauff got. 

Truth is, Felsch does his work so 
easily that he never hag been praised 
much. He is almost as good as 
Speaker in going back after long 
drives, moves either way with ter- 
rific speed, and works well with the 
ether outfielders. He has learned to 
switch and play batters. He is one 
of the closest observers in the busi- 
ness of what his own pitchers are 
Coing, and makes his shifts back and 
forth, in and out, in accord with their 
style of pitching, which is a thing, 
s° far as I can see, Kauff has not 
yet mastered. 


Felsch Hits Ball Hard. 


_* bat Felsch is a bear. He hits 

good balls, hits them hard, 
and takes all the distance possible. 
He runs the bases with the same ease 
that he catches long drives, and his 
Steals are masterpieces. He has sto- 
len an extraordinary number of bases 
this season in proportion to the num- 
ber of times he has started to pilfer. 
In other words, when he starts he 
gets there. In looking over Kauff’s 
record it seems to me he has been 
caught quite as often as he has suc- 
ceeded in stealing, although he is one.

Sometimes Overconfident. 


AUFF still has some bad habits 
K —throwing the ball to the 
wrong spot, for instance, and delay- 
ing his return throw at times with 
re reason at all, nor any play in 
sicht. He probably will not do such 
things in a world’s series, however, 
so we may count that out entirely. 

If Kauff has a fault it is over- 
confidence, a#fid it is going to be in- 
teresting to study these two men in 
the coming series because of the 
vast difference in their temperaments. 
Felsch is an easy going, seemingly 
careless fellow who makes little 
show, and never seems to get excited. 
Kauff is ths “cocky” type of ball- 
player, bubbling over with confi- 
dence in himself and seemingly ab- 
solutely certain that a brass band 
cought to precede him. 

It is in the attack that these men 
count most. In this series Kauff 
stands handicapped before the start 
because itt is certain he will have dif- 
ficulty in hitting Cicotte, who is ex- 
actly the kind of pitcher Kauff 
doesn’t hit, On the!’ other hand, if 
McGraw relies upon Schupp and Sal- 
lee to a large extent, as he seems 
certain to dp, Felsch will have all the 
advantage, because that is the style 
of pitching lie hits very well, and Sal- 
lee is the kind he hits for long drives 
down the allays.

The Heroine of Servia’s Ruinous Retreat 


F all the tragedies of 
the Great War, that 
of the Servian army’s 
retreat from Belgrade 
to Scutari in the win- 
ter of 1915 remains in- 
com parable, save per- 

haps for ths reiterated catastrophes 
which havo overwhelmed Poland. 
Napoleon’s retirement from Moscow 
has been cited as a parallel; but that 
was a disaster of veteran soldiers, 
while the Servian retreat was liter-°* 
ally a national debacle; 
women and children as well as men 
were mingled in equal ruin. 

It is fitting, then, that the Servian cataclysm should have had its heroine. 
She was Mrs. St. Clair Stobart, an English woman, who, though neither a 
physician nor a nurse, had the distinction of commanding the First Anglo- 
with a rank in the Servian army corresponding 
This was a tremendous honor in a country where 
Turkish ideas concerning the female sex have long been ascendant, and 
where the formula used by a man in introducing his wife is: 
my wife, God forgive me,’”’ and in describing his children: 
sons and—God forgive me—three daughters.” ; 

Through indomitable pluck and energy, Mrs. Stobart won the unique 
praise of bringing her entire unit safely through that calamitous retréat, 
without the loss of a member, either through death or desertion. She led 
her command through oceans of mud, through icy torrents and across 
deadly mountains, along paths thickly strewn with the bodies of dead men, 
women and children, who had perished of starvation, cold and wounds. At 
the end she was officially commended by the “Servian War, Min- 
ister as the commander of “the only column which arrived intact, 
after a trek which, from first to last, totaled a distance of about eight hun-

Before going to Servia, Mrs. Stobart had unusual experience as a Red

After the out- 
break of the present war 
she established a hos- 
pital at Brussels, and on 
its fall was condemned to 
be shot aS @ spy, : She 
protested to the man 
commandant that she

work, to which she says 
he retorted: ‘“You are 
English, and whether 
you are right or wrong, 
this is a war of annihila- 
tion.” Escaping execu- 
tion by a miracle, she 
was in Antwerp during 
its bombardment, and 
later in* charge of a 
French hospital at Cher- 
bourg. 

News of the typhus 
epidemic in Servia sound- 
ed in her ears an irrfec- 
sistible trumpet ‘call, and 
April 1, 1915, found her 
on board a packet bound 
for Saloniki, in charge of 
a unit of seven women 
doctors and 18 women 
nurses, besides attend- 
ants raising the total 
number to 45. She estab- 
lished a hospital at Kra- 
gujevatz, in Servia, and 
soon afterwards organ- 
ized six branch hospi- 
tals in the ¢ vicinity, 
where 20,000 men, Women 
and children were treat- 
ed not only for typhus, 
but for diphtheria, tuber- 
culosis and other dis- 
eases. Mrs. Stobart was 
herself sick with typhoid, 
and narrowly escaped 
death.

The British War Department has devised a mixture 
said to be even more effective than ambrine. The formu- 
la is as follows: Betanaphtho] resublimed, 1-4 per cent; 
eucalyptis oil, 2 per cent; olive oil, 5 per cent; paraffin 
molle, 25 per cent, and paraffin durum, 67 3-4 per gent. 

After the burn is washed in sterile water and free 
with an electric apparatus like that used by hairdressers, 
the paraffin mixture, at a temperature of 50 Centigrade, 
is coated over the burn either with a spray or a broad 
camel’s hair brush. A thin layer of cotton wool is next 
applied, then another coating of paraffin, and the whole 
is bandaged. The burns are usually dressed daily, and 
the paraffin treatment is continued until the burn is 
sufficiently healed to dress it with boric or tale powder. 
The wax coating completely excludes air and moisture, 
‘with the result that the protected tissues rapidly renew 
themselves and scarification is prevented.

of high-power guns. Far into the cavities were usually 
carried foreign substances which speedily set up infec- 
tion. The majority of deaths were due not primarily 
to the injuries, but to blood poisoning. 

The problem called for a disinfectant of greater 
strength than any previously in use, and for a system by 
which the deepest woand might be constantly irrigated. 
At the military hospital near Compeigne, where the 
buildings were more than once under fire from German 
shells, Dr. Carrel, himself a famous scientific investi- 
gator and Nobel prize winner, and Dr. Dakin undertook 
to find a solution. After eight months of experimental 
study in the laboratory and of six months of practical 
tests in the French hospitals, the scientists announced 
that they had succeeded. They had experimented with 
more than 200 different drugs in various combinations. 

The Dakin solution, the ingredients of which were 
made public by the inventors, is based on hypochlorite 
of lime, the most powerful disinfectant known. It had 
been previously unavailable because of the rapidity with 
which it dedomposes, and also its destructive effect on 
the tissues, owing to its extreme corrosiveness. The 
first defect was overcome by the addition of boric acid, 
which gave stability; and the second by an intermixture 
of carbonate of lime, which neutralizes causticity. 

The technique for administering the disinfectant was 
devised by Dr. Carrel. It consists of the complete irriga- 
tion of the wounds by means of a rubber tube with many

N the year 1536 the famous barber-surgeon, Am- 
broise Pare, accompanied the French armies to 
the siege of Turin. When the city fell, he en- 
tered with the troops and went into a stable to 
lodge his horse. There he found three soldiers 
of the enemy propped against the wall, their 


features “all changed” by gunpowder burns and 
their clothes still smoldering from the fire. 

“As I was looking at them with pity,” Pare records, 
“there came an old soldier, who asked me if there were 
any way to cure them. I said no. And then he went up 
to them and cut their throats, gently, and without ill- 
will toward them. Seeing this great cruelty, I told him

“Our experiments have proved,” said Dr. Carrel, “that 
in a sterilized cavity thus protected, nature’s healing 
process goes on with a rapidity hitherto unknown.

Much greater difficulty in obtaining the adoption of 
his treatment was met by Dr. de Sandfort, largely because

The gunpowder burns of the sixteenth century were 
no doubt child’s play compared with the unparalleled 
savageries introduced into warfare by German kultur 
through its sprays of flaming tar and petroleum, and 
through the hideous gangrene infections induced ~ its 
poisonous gases; but modern science 
instead of confessing defeat by putting 
the victims to death, has taken up the 
challenge and is devising new methods 
of healing, so that more and more un- 
fortunates may be snatched from the 
arms of the Teuton Moloch. 

The excessive depth, area and agony 
of the wounds produced by high- 
explosive shells and liquid fire sprays 
and bombs, the terrible prevalence of 
frostbite during winter campaigns in 
the trenches, and the swift and deadly 
infections caused by gas, made obsolete

his exploitation of ambrine was unethical. He obtained 
patents and issued his solution as a proprietary com- 
pound; and although revealing that it was composed of 
paraffin wax and essence of amber, refused to make pub 
lic the proportions in which those ingredients, and others, 
were combined. Therefore, his claims for the paraffin 
treatment of burns and frostbites were bitterly opposed 
by the medical fraternity, not only in France, but in this 
country, where the Journal of the 
American Medical Association de- 
nounced him as a “charlatan” and am- 
brine as a “nostrum.” 


But after struggling for recognition 
almost since the beginning of the war, 
Dr. de Sandfort last winter finally 
came into his own, when President

“Observations of Dr. de Sandfort’s treatment and ex- 
periments with ambrine in military hospitals indicates 
that burns healed with rapidity, constitutional symptoms 
rapidly abated, and pain was reduced to a minimum. 
Scarring appeared to be obviated, or, at any rate, was not 
apparent. The need for grafting large burns appeared to 
be avoided. The burns healed so rapidly with healthy 
granulations that there appeared nothing to be gained 
by grafting. The patients were singularly free from 
sepsis. Mild burns healed with singular rapidity, and 
severe cases recovered which would have been unlikely 
to recover under the ordinary methods of treatment. 


third—a system of local anesthesia employing a prepara- 
tion known as nikalgin—has only recently been an- 
nounced in the lay press. It was developed by an Ameri- 
can electical engineer, Gordon Edwards of San Fran- 
cisco. The last case gains a certain romance from the 
fact that Edwards is not a physician, and was compelled 
to combat the almost insurmountable prejudice of the 
profession against the layman. 

At the outset of the war, surgeons found themselves

His majesty’s washstand is of truly royal dimensions 
and elaborateness. To it the bath furnishes a formidable 
contrast, being an ordinary zinc tub, painted.

Ger- 
many'’s Kaiser, twice a King, as many times a Grand 
Duke, 18 times a Duke, three times a Margrave, once a 
Burgrave, twice a Prince, nine times a Count and 15 
times a Seigneur, besides being a Bishop, bathes behind 
a curtain in a stuffy corridor, the connecting link ‘be- 
tween his dressing room and the conjugal bedchamber. 

The love of risque stories is a Hohenzollern failing; 
contemporary writers agree that Frederick the Great 
shunned woman's society because it obliged him to bridle 
his tongue and observe the ordinary decencies of life; the 
“romantic Frederick William IV was a trafficker in 
classical and modern pornographic literature, and the 
present Kaiser's grossness of speech is notorious. * * 

* Three-quarters of the time when the public imagines 
William to be wrestling with problems of the day he sits 
on a billiard table with the chief members of his mili- 
tary and civil households standing round him, telling 
stories and listening to tales affecting personages of the 
court here and abroad. And while this lascivious tattle 
is carried on, her majesty sits, perchance, in the cup 
room, magnificently gowned, knitting shapeless little 
woollen caps for orphan asylums and talking religion 
and cheap charity schemes to her Grand Master or to the 
much-beloved Von der Knesebeck. What contrasts! [I 
often thought to myself. The head of the nation, whose 


wnoonatus iedustes is the talk of the continent, vainly 
trying to kill time with buffoonery; the sovereign lady, 
“mother of the poor,” working penny caps in a gown the 
cost of which would keep for 10 years the peor boy or girl 
for whom the knitting thing is intended. 

It is a saying at court: “Give the Kaiser an up-to-date 
rendering of the ‘Merry Jests of King Louis XI’ and 
you will receive a standing invitation to accompany him 
on his northland trips; tell him something more indeli- 
cate than the “Tattle of the Nuns of Poissy’ and he will 
book you for an ambassadorship.” 

While not particularly loving toward his wife, the 
Emperor honors her with excessive jealousy, and is be- 
side himself with rage if a man servant, ever so innocent- 
ly, looks at her majesty when she is dressed in a decollete 
costume. As Napoleon bounced M. Leroy, the Worth of 
his times, for complimenting Marie Louise on her fine 
shoulders, so William deals unmercifully with officials 
and servants who venture to look at his wife. 

The Kaiser has many nicknames—Reise Kaiser (Drum- 
mer Emperor), Gondola Billy, Wilhelm der Ploetzliche 
(William the Sudden) being the most common, but the 
people of the palace call him Der Enzige (The Only), 
with apologies to Frederick the Great, who also enjoyed 
that title, though for very different reasons. 

From August, 1888, to May, 1890, leaving out hunting 
trips and others of a private character, William went to 
Stockholm and Copenhagen, Frankfurt, Stuttgart, Mu- 
nich, Vienna, Rome, Hapsburg, Leipsig, Breslau, Stettin, 
Bueckburg, Olderburg, Wilhelmshafen, Schwedt, Weimar, 
Brunswick, Dresden, Osborne, Sandown Bay, Aldershot, 
Carlsruhe, Strassburg, Metz, Muenster, Minden, Han- 
over, Schwerin, Athens, Dessau, Darmstadt, Worms, Bre- 
men, Frankfort-on-the-Main, Altenburg, Koenigsburg, 
altogether stopping and holding court in 37 cities and 
towns in Germany and abroad, many of which were vis- 
ited three or four times and all withim a short space of 
a year and 10 months. To find excuses for such almost 


perpetual absence from the seat of government and quiet 
public opinion on the score of incessant junketings, all 
sorts of excuses are invented by William and his suite. 
But the real motive is a morbid restlessness of which the 
Kaiser is possessed, 
Ahasuerus, from town to city, over seas and mountains. 

Traveling is such a mania with the Reise-Kaiser, that, 
when business of state or the fact that there is nobody 
or nothing to visit forbids his going abroad, he occa- 
sionally spends a night in his railway carriage, stalled at 
Wildpark Station, only five minutes from the Neues 
Palais at Potsdam, on the plea that on the following 
morning he must be in Berlin at an unearthly hour. In 
the early part of the summer of 1895 he indulged in this 
queer pastime with increasing regularity until one night 
in June, when about to drive to the station from some 
festivity held at the Marble Palace, the Kaiserin took 
courage to threaten an invasion of his bachelor quar- 
ters, which, she insisted, must possess some special at- 
traction. William desisted from following his inclina- 
tion then and for several months. Her majesty’s inter- 
ference was well timed, for a number of the royal serv- 
ants, underpaid and nourishing a sneaking spirit of in- 
surrection, had conspired to inform some meniber of 
the opposition (with a view to interpellating the Min- 
ister of Railways in the Reichstag) of the fact that his 
majesty was in the habit of using a public depot for his 
sleeping apartment. Of course, the legislative body had 
no business inquiring into the sovereign’s manner of 
spending his nights, but the public was interested in the 
accompanying circumstance that when his majesty Chose 
to repose at Wildpark, traffic was seriously disturbed in 
order that the mighty one’s sleep might not be interfered 
with. * * * If disgruntled servants had told this tale 
to Liebknecht or Bebel, the inevitable discussion might 
have seriously marred his majesty’s enjoyment of the 
Wilhelm Canal opening festivities then about to take 
place.

“Commanders of other“@olumns often 
urged me to sleep during the night treks 
of the wagons, but I preferred to be at 
the head of the column by night as well 
as by day, so that the men should feel 
I was not asking them to endure what I 
would not endure myself.’”’ Mrs. Stobart 
recalls having gone as long as 81 hours 
without sleep or rest.

Glimpses of the horrors of this appal- 
ling hegira of a whole nation occur in 
Mrs. Stobart’s diary of the retreat. Wa- 
gons filled with little children; the oxen, 
weary and hungry, led by women, also 
weary, hungry and footsore. I saw one 
woman, dragging by a rope two tired oxen 
drawing a wagon, in which were eight 
small children. I saw a tiny boy leading 
two tiny calves drawing a cart contain- 
ing a tiny baby. Lsaw a woman carrying 
her two babies, one on her back and one 
in front; and the baby on her back was 
knocked off. by the horns of a passing ox. 

“Among the refugees were thousands 
of Austrian prisoners. They were mostly 
Austrian Serbs, and their one dread was 
that they might fall into the hands of 
their former rulers. Half a dozen of these 
prisoners straggied into our camp at Kup- 
el, and their eager gratitude when we gave 
them. some food was horrible to witness. 

“The multitude, as it fled, uttered no 
sound. Grief, when it wails, is pitiful 
enough, but grief borne in silence betrays 
a tenser tragedy. Had the misery in those 
breaking hearts been uttered in a single 
cry, that cry, caught and _ re-echoed 
through the mountains, must have brok-

“No hay was procurable for the ani- 
mals, and all we could give them to eat 
was dead beach leaves, which we unburied 
from the snow. We slept around the fire 
and prevented ourselves from slipping 
down the mountain sides by logs of wood 
placed at our feet. * * * Along the 
track men by the hundreds lay dead-—— 
dead from cold and hunger, their eyes 
staring at the irresponsive sky, and no 
one could stop to bury them. Worse still, 
men lay dying from cold and hunger, and 
no one could stay to tend them. * * * 
It is believed that no less than 10,000 hu- 
man being lie sepulchered in those moun- 
tains.”’ 


One day in Albania the column heard 
loud and continuous firing near at hand.

Stobart says, “and came and took ‘his 
meals with us several times.’”’ His views 
of the war were typically Prussian: “The 
war was brought on by England; France 
had been the first to violate Belgian ter- 
ritopy; the war would be finished in a 
month; there was no chance at all for the 
allies; the Germans had practically won 
the war already, and our hospital party 
would certainly be taken prisoner in a 
few days.” These boasts make sardonic 
reading nearly two vears later. 

As the rout proceeded, the motor cars 
were lost one after another; the starving 
oxen, when unable to drag another step 
onward, were slaughtered and devoured; 
all the medical] stores and instruments of 
the unit had to be abandoned, and the 
carts were cut down from four wheels to

gle and sitting down to await capture by 
the Bulgars. But there were some amus- 
ing incidents, such as the visit of a Mo- 
hammedan Albanian to the camp. 

“Tl was much worried by his trousers,” 
she related, ‘‘for instead of fastening nice- 
ly and safely around the waist, like Chris- 
tian trousers, these fastened below the 
hip.

From the Argentine newspapers which we found on 
board the last two steamers we discovered that Admiral 
Craddock had taken the “Good Hope” with him to the 
southward and had therefore shifted his flag. The 
“Good Hope,” ‘““Monmouth” and “Glasgow” had remained 
in Montevideo for several days and celebrated, just as 
they would have done during peace. Craddock and his 
Flag Lieutenant, Cumming, were pictured as heroes in 
all the newspapers. Rut there is no use in grumbling 
over the unfriendly action of the neutral Uruguayians. 

8 OCTOBER. The first rays of the rising sun had 
barely begun to paint the Eastern heavens red when 
another steamer, was sighted. She set her flag at once, 
but soon hauled it down again when she recognized us. 
But we did not have to see her flag to recognize the 
colors of her sm@kepipe—blue funnel, with black top and 
a broad white band-——as belonging to one of the English 
steamers of the firm of Lamport & Holt of Liverpool. 
We were close aboard her by 7 o'clock. On her stern 
was the proud name “Cervantes.” 

The signal of the prize officer told us the following: 
‘4500 tons of cargo, fodder, sugar, hides and wool. The 
steamer came from South America and is heading for 
Liverpool. The crew consists of 43 men, practically all 
of whom are English, includ- 
ing four passengers from Pun- 
ta Arenas and Rio Grande do 
Sul.”’ These four were some- 
thing new and were thankful- 
ly received as a welcome di- 
version. 

After these 47 were received 
by their compatriots and fel- 
low sufferers in captivity on 
the “Krefeld’’—the transship- 
ment was accomplished very 
because

the blowing up. He had de- 
vised a new scheme (the mem- 
ory of “Bowes Castle” still 
rankled!); the bombs were 
secured outboard below the 
water line. We all anxiously 
awaited the result, and this 
time we were not disappoint- 
ed. The explosion tore a great 
hole in her. The steamer sank 
very rapidly. About noon she 
painfully rose up out of the 
water for the last time, and 
then shot, stern first, down 
into the depths. 

There were now about 300 
involuntary guests aboard the 
steamer “Krefeld.” The Cap- 
tain decided it was time to 
send these unnecessary eat- 
ers away. He therefore called Capt. Visth aboard for a 
conference. A natural harbor, not too near, had to be 
chosen for their landing. The Captain decided on Ten- 
erifa as being the best suited for the purpose. 

In order to get an idea of the ‘chaos of races” on the 
“Krefeld,” attention is invited to the following sum- 
mary. On the 11 steamers captured since 1 September 
(excluding ‘“‘Bowes Castle’’) there were: ; 

Englishmen, 205 (of whom two were women); 8 Finns, 
7 Russians, 1 Belgian, 2 Frenchmen; total of 223 citizens 
of enemy countries. 

Chinese, 107; 22 Spaniards, 10 Hollanders, 13 Swedes, 4 
Americans, 2 Italians, 3 Chileans, 4 Norwegians, 1 Dane, 
$ Swiss, 2 Mexicans, 1 Ecuadorian, 1 Cuban, 1 Greek, 1 
Arab (Mohammedan); total of 175 citizens of neutral 
countries. 

All told, there were, therefore, 20 different nationali- 
ties! 

But before the steamer was released another addition 
arrived. About 11 p. m. the lights of a steamer hove in 
sight and we brought her to with a blank shot about 
midnight. In answer to our question she signaled back 
“*Pruth’ of London.” 


She had 2300 tons of barley and 3800 tons of saltpeter 
from Chile and was proceeding to St. Vincent under 
charter. 

We intended to sink the steamer the next day. After 
sending a watch crew aboard her she remained stopped 
close to us. 

9 OCTOBER. Early in the morning the crew of the 
“Pruth” was transferred and then the vessel was sunk. 
She sank about 10 o’clock. 

Shortly after noon we stopped the Spanish mail 
steamer “Cadiz.” Her decks swarmed with passngers, 
and, of course, they all ran to the side towards’ us in or- 
der to stare at us, thereby giving the large steamer a 
heavy list. 

Those passengers capable of judging such things must 
have wondered concerning the appearance of our ship. 
The results of the constant coaling could not be erased 
entirely. There was only one thing as immaculately 
white as it was during peace times, and that was our 
flag. 7 

They could not help being astonished over the ap- 
pearance of our cutter’s crew. They thought we were 
approaching starvation. But that was not the way our 
men looked. The excellent, sufficient and ever-fresh sup- 
plies of our prizes agreed with them remarkably well. 
The sun had burned them a reddish brown. They looked 
like Indians. We could have used them as medical ad- 
vertisements. The cutter’s crew were not exceptions to 
the general rule. The all-around physical condition of 
the men was very good. Had it not been it would have 
been impossible for them to have stood the strenuous 
work of coaling and hoisting cargo out of steamers in 
this glowing heat. Naturally, the firemen suffered most 
from the effects of the heat. Therefore they did not ap- 
pear to be so robust and full of strength and health as 
did the seamen. But,even among them there were none 
seriously il. _ i : ih. ee 
_ The steamer “Cadiz” wag released very soon and then 
showed her gratitude by a vigorous blowing of the steam 
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whistle, which we answered with pleasure. In addi 
Gwd sent 'Her'a flag’ signal: Ng wr yf 7 eatig ys 
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time it was a Norwegian named “Bergenhaus.” 

The time had come again when we had to plan on fill- 
ing up our coal bunkers. We headed for the rendezvous 
of the “Asuncion” and ‘‘Farn.” 

Our most successful week lay behind us. Our last 


coaling on 1 October had certainly paid for itself. Since 
5 October we had captured a steamer each day. 


TAKING LEAVE. 
11 OCTOBER. About 3 o'clock the following afternoon,

.as the “KARLSRUHE” approached the place where the 


‘“‘Asuncion” waited, the lookout reported three steamers 
ahead. He was scolded for not being able to count up 
to three. He refused to change his opinion and soon we, 
on the bridge, could make out six mastheads that were 
soon followed over the horizon by three vessels. One 
was running away at high speed. The others remained 
quietly lying where they were. At the same time our 
radio operator reported that the “Asuncion” was yelling 
for help as she was being chased by an enemy ship. The 
running steamer, therefore, could not be other than the 
“Asuncion.” We quieted her and soon thereafter she ap- 


peared over the horizon, 

Meantime the “KARLSRUHE” had increased her speed 
and was rapidly approaching the other two steamers. 
One of them hoisted the German flag. That was the 


“The steamer ‘Lynrowan’ sank about 3 p. m.” 


“Farn!’’ The other pulled and hauled on the English 
flag. We had to laugh! 

Capt. Lubinus then told us the following story: Shortly 
before the “KARLSRUHE” came in sight a steamer ap- 
peared at the rendezvous flying the English flag. There- 
upon Lubinus hoisted the English flag on the ‘Farn.”’ 
The Englishman hoisted his signal number, “‘ ‘Condor’ of 
London,” and asked the “Farn”’ for her name and desti- 
nation, which he quickly gave. Then there followed 
a long series of flag signals asking if the “‘Farn’” had 
any war news, whether she knew anything of the En- 
glish men-o’-war, etc. 


When the conversation was getting irksome _ the 
“KARLSRUHE” appeared over the horizon. The En- 
glishman and the ‘“‘Asuncion” had taken us for a Brit- 
ish cruiser. The latter then took to her heels, but the 
Britisher did not move. The “‘Farn’”’ then did likewise, 
as she had recognized us. 

We could not ask for a more delightful way of captur- 
ing a steamer! 

The “Condor” was an ugly ship, with a poisonous-green 
smokepipe. But we looked at her with different eyes 
when we learned what she carried—merchandise, espe- 
cially provisions, dynamite and 150 tons of lubricating 
oil. She came frora New York and was bound for Chile. 
The Captain had been warned of us and had navigated 
very cautiously. He had made a great sweep to the 
eastward of the West Indies and carefully avoided all 
commercial lanes. He certainly did have rotten luck! 

We were especially pleased with the lubricating oil, 
which we could use very nicely as fuel oil. And the pro- 
visions also came in very handy, because our own stock, 
as well as that of our auxiliary, was getting low. The 
dynamite bombs were a welcome addition to our ex- 
plosive bombs, which we used for sinking steamers, only 
a few remaining on hand at that time. 


The steamer was therefore captured and all the boats 
we had were used to unload her. That was not easy and 
it took a longer time than we had expected, because the 
oil barrels were on top of the other cargo and had to 
be hoisted out of the way first. Included in the cargo 
was a quantity of large window panes. Fortunately, we 
did not have to handle these carefully or there would 
have been no end to the work. 

The crew of this steamer was also wished on the ‘‘Kre- 

' féld.”” Among them were five Germans, who were en- 
listed in our service. 

12-13 OCTOBER. The unloading of the prize lasted 
the entire following day and the day after that. 

After generously providing the “Krefeld” with all the 
provisions possible, she was finally scheduled to be re- 
leased on 13 October. In the course of the afternoon an 
officer of the steamer came aboard as representative of 
the English Captains and their steamers’ crews. He 
thanked our Captain in their name for all the favors 
and the consideration shown them, both when alongside 
the cruisef and when aboard the accompanying ship. 
The.Captains would not fail to make reports to their 
Governments about this. a ead | 

At 4p. m, the “Krefeld” started for Santa Cruz de 
Tenerifa, where she should not arrive prior to 22, O¢- 
tober. To celebrate the leave-taking she hoisted ap espe- 
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“KARLSRUHE” and the 
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“Must I then, must I then, go away from 
the village?) And then the steamer that had shared 
our joys and sorrows for a month and a half siowly 
disappeared from sight. She took our mail with her. 
After two months our relatives might now get some word 
from us for the first tine. , 

About 10 p. m. we had finished transshipping the oil 
from the “Condor.” We could not blow the ship up be- 
cause of her dynamite cargo. So we had to content our- 
selves with opening her valves and breaking-in her side 
ports. This last precaution hastened the sinking very 
much. At each roll great quantities of water streamed 
through these ports into the hull of the ship until final- 
ly the ports reached the level of the water. And then 
the steamer ended the struggle in a very few minutes. 

The “Rio Negro” was detailed to await the finish. The 
“KARLSRUHE” and the “Farn” had started off to coal. 

14 OCTOBER. While on the way we lighted our oil- 
burning boiler, in order to test the mixture of lubricating 
oil and petroleum. The result was, on the whole, very 
pleasing. f 

15-16 OCTOBER. Not since the beginning of the war 
was the “KARLSRUHE” so well provided with fuel as 
she was on 16 October, when, having finished our coal- 
ing, we set off to waylay some more steamers. We had 
180 tons of fuel oil and 1500 
tons of coal on board, of 
which 1100 tons was the best 
Cardiff coal. This entire load 
of fuel came from our prizes. 
The supplies brought along 
by our steamers had hardly 
been touched. 


17 OCTOBER. When we 
met the “Rio Negro” the next 
day her Captain reported that 

hardly 10 minutes after the 
“=*"“Condor” sank two extremely 
heavy explosions took place. 
The steamer must have been 
down to a considerable depth 
by that time. The concus- 
sion was so strong on the 
“Rio Negro,” even though she 
was several miles away from 
the sunken steamer, that the 
compass cards jumped from 
their spindles. 

Soon we met the “Asun- 
cion.” The steamer had dis- 

ed the surprising but 
pleasing news that the fort- 
ress of Antwerp had fallen. 
This must have been a heavy 
blow to England. All the 
newspapers had said that 
Antwerp could not possibly 
be taken, so now they could 
not minimize the importance 
of this victory. In spite of 
that, however, the English 
did try to do this, as we discovered later on. 

18 OCTOBER. We had just reached our old place to 
the northward of the Island Fernando Noronha when the 
lookout reported a vessel in sight. We caught up with 
her in an hour. It was the English steamer “Glanton” 
of London. 

“Three thousand seven hundred tons of coal from Car- 
diff for Montevideo for the firm Wilson & Sons, crew 
English,”’ read the signal from the prize officer. ‘“‘Steam- 
er is captured; prepare to sink her,” was the prompt re- 
ply of our Captain. We did not need the coal at this time 
and we had no men to spare to man the steamer. 

The “Rio Negro” succeeded to the duties of the “‘Kre- 
feld’”’ and took the crew and all the provisions of the prize 
on board. 

As the “Glanton” was rising from the sea for the last 
time and then disappearing to the never-to-be-seen-again 
regions, a second steamer was sighted and the chase be- 
gan at once. But it was the Dutch steamer “Zaanland” 
from Amsterdam. We had no reasons for doubting her 
movements or appearance. The Captain permitted her 
to proceed without even stopping her. The same thing 
happened to an Italian that we saw late that evening. 

19-22 OCTOBER. Although we had met three steam- 
ers on this day, the next three days passed without any 
success at all. The “Rio Negro” and “KARLSRUHE” 
drifted around, engines stopped, hunting the horizon 
until our eyes got tired. 

On 22 October, in honor of the birthday of our Em- 
press, we celebrated by having “Sunday routine.” After 
a short religious service the Captain addressed the crew. 
He eulogized this imperial lady, mother of her coun- 
try, and her devotion as leader of the Red Cross, setting 
a wonderful example to all German women. He remind- 
ed them also of the fact that she was a real German 
mother that had the same worries as other mothers had 
in that she had six sons and one son-in-law, all of whom 
were in the field. Three spirited and heartfelt “hurra's”’ 
thundered over the deep blue depths below the Equator 
in honor of our Empress and the imperial family. 

On this day the result of our deeds would be spread 
from Tenerifa to our homes and to the entire world! 
Each one thought he had to remind the others of this 
fact. : 

We waited the whole day hoping for an Empress’ 
birthday prize. When, about 10 p. m., we sighted the 
lights of a steamer we thought our hopes had been ful- 
filled at the last hour. But the vessel was found to be 
the Swedish steamer “Atlant” of Gothenburg that was 

heading to the southward. We had to let her proceed and 
did it without even stopping her. 

23 OCTOBER. Asa reward for our unsuccessful chase, 
the next day brought us the English steamer “Hurst- 
dale” from Liverpool, with 4600 tons of corn, bound from 


‘Rosario to Bristol. She made little work for us. Just as 


she was half sunk and making her last efforts to resist 
her doom, another steamer was reported, but this time 
it was a Swede. She was the “Annie Johnson” of Goth- 
enburg. We stopped her, but set her free immediately.

Kaiser Wilhelm II and his consort” (Fred de Fau & 
Co., New York), from which the following extracts are 
taken, are as unique and startling as they are timely. 
If the world had seen the Kaiser as this woman saw 
him, there might have been no Hohenzollernism and no 
war. But for a generation the world hesitated between 
taking Wilhelm as a genius, a nuisance or a joke. Fur- 
thermore, this is the man who now expects the world 
to discuss peace politely with him around a Council 
table 


ILLIAM was born a la bourgeoise, and 
quite economically, a midwife receiy- 
ing him and a court physician, assist- 
ed by the then highly-reputed Berlin 
specialist for women’s diseases, the 
late Dr. Martin, looking gravely on, 
after the manner of his kind. 

In this case, Pris Stahl acted as sage-femme; she 
is now a motherly woman and still ‘continues her visits 
to the palace; so I often had occasion to talk with her 
about the great event of her life. “What about the de- 
formed hand and arm?”.I asked her once. 

“That was discovered only the third or fourth day 
after,”’ she replied. ‘At first we were all so busy putting 
life into the Prince, and keeping it in him, that no one 
thought of examining his limbs. * * * But at last it 
was noticed that the child could not move his left arm; 
an investigation showed that the elbow joint was dis- 
located. That is nothing serious in a healthy child. But 
in the case of Prince William, the surrounding soft parts 
were so injured and the muscles attached were in such 
condition, that no one dared attempt to set the bone then 
and there, as should be done in all cases.” 

Fraulein Stahl has often reiterated the above in the 
course of our long official acquaintance, and has always 
concluded her remarks with the statement: “The present 
condition of the Kaiser’s arm is attributed to a mistake 
made by those officiating at the accouchment; but my 
own opinion has always been that the child’s left forearm 
was not properly made up by nature, as indeed, his 
whole left side was weak, and is weak to this day. 

“Besides, everyone in the palace knows that, though 
his walk is brisk, it is but his majesty’s over-alert ex- 
ertion that makes it so; if, at any time, the Kaiser ceased 
thinking of his shortcomings for only a moment, you 
would see his left leg drag.

the commerce raiding German cruiser: 


S long as the quarter deck and the re- 
mainder of the main deck was covered 
with a deck load of coal, there remained 
only the poop to go to in order to get 
some fresh air, but even this was no 
good when the wind blew the coal dust 
around. As soon as the coal on the 
quarter deck was passed down to the bunkers, the after 
end of the main deck was thoroughly scrubbed down. 
Then we had a place “to promenade” and “to Muller” 
(evidently the Muller physical exercises), of which we 
were all in need. The Captain also enthusiastically 
joined us in these physical exercises. : 

After the evening meal the men would gather on the 
fo’csle, the officers on the bridge, and listen to. the 
music. Our ship’s band was gathered after much work 
before the ship left home. Their performances were bet- 
ter than those other ships’ bands, barring the regularly 
organized Government bands. : 

Every Sunday the Captain held a short sermon on the 
quarter deck. The band then played on the after deck. 
Refreshments and cigarettes were also served to the men. 

The steamers accompanying us were always invited to 
these concerts. On the ‘Krefeld’ several hundred En- 
glishmen, Frenchmen, Chinese, negroes, etc., etc., would 
crowd the rail on the side toward us, all listening to the 
strains of “Deutschland, Deutschland, Ueber Alles” and 
the ‘““‘Watch on the Rhein,’”’ which were always sung as a 
finale.

One day our men got up a real minstrel show on the 
fo’csle.

Their efforts were rewarded by heavy salvos of laughter. 
One of the mates discovered that he possessed poetical 
talent and one day he showed this to an astonished but 
thankful audience. | 

And day after day the wonderful sun continued to 
shine down upon the endless, deep-blue surface as if 
there were nothing more peaceful than this poor earth.

As the 
Chinese and German crew of the “Strathroy” had been 
relieved of their duties, this cargo saved their lives. She 
would take the place of the “Strathroy.” Lt. of Reserves 
Lubinus would be her new Captain. 

The Captain had planned to send this coal to our cruis- 
er squadron later on, when their scene of operations 
was nearer and definitely known.
